FAVERSHAM’S Citizens Advice 
Bureau could be forced to close under 
swingeing council budget cuts to be 
discussed at a meeting tonight. 

Members of the council’s executive will consid¬ 
er a recommendation to reduce the bureau’s 
funding by a massive 25 per cent over the next 
two years, forcing the service to close its branch in 
either Faversham, Sittingboume or Sheemess. 

A CAB spokesman said: “We appreciate Swale 
council is in a very difficult position financially 
and that economies have to be made. 

“However, CAB’s finances have always been 
very finely balanced and if the budget is cut there 
will be considerable ramifications. 

“With anything like a 25 per cent cut in the 
budget, we will need to assess whether we can 
afford premises in Faversham, Sittingbourne and 
Sheppey. It would be the only way we could make 
sufficient savings to maintain a viable service. 

“It would, however, be very hard on the area 
whose CAB we withdrew.” 

The cuts, which will see the CAB’s budget 
slashed from £148,961 to £123,430 over the next 
two years, could also mean job losses and fewer 
trained staff to answer the increasing number of 
calls dealt with by the service. 

The CAB predicts that instead of the current 
13,285 calls dealt with per year, the standard set 
in the council’s own service level agreement, it 
will only be able to cope with 11,335. 

Cllr John Wright, executive member and portfo¬ 
lio holder for community safety and regeneration 
said: “When considering where to reduce funding 
we take into consideration the alternatives avail¬ 
able to people, and there are other options such as 
national help lines for debt, counselling services

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Road works 
gridlock busy 
town centre

A TRAFFIC snarl-up left 
Faversham gridlocked on 
Friday night - and the 
problems didn’t end there. 

A string of road works combined to 
leave many commuters struggling to 
get home as diversions, road closures 
and an increase in traffic on narrow 
roads caused chaos. 

Gas works closed Athelstan Road 
and Briton Road, forcing motorists 
down Preston Street which quickly 
became snarled with traffic. 

Now commuters have criticised 
what they see as a lack of joined-up 
thinking which left the town with 
several major roads shut on the 
same night. 

Yourswale reader Glenn James 
was caught in the confusion on his 
way home from work on Friday. At 
about 7.30pm, he was surprised to 
find the town had quickly become 
snarled with commuters trying to 
work their way through the maze of 
closures and diversions. 

He said: “It was absolutely grid- 
locked, with cars coming both ways 
down Preston Street and cars parked 
on both sides.” 

Ridiculous 

Finding Briton Road closed and 
Preston Street blocked, Mr James, 
who lives in Saxon Street, drove down 
Newton Road to Quay Lane, which he 
discovered had also been shut off. 

He said: “Essentially I found I had 
no way of getting back to my house. 

“There were cars everywhere. It was 
very unlike Faversham. There can’t 
have been much foresight in planning 
these road works, it was ridiculous.” 

Eventually, like many other driv¬ 
ers on Friday, Mr James was forced 
to make an illegal right turn into 
Stone Street from Preston Street, as 
there was simply no other way of get¬ 
ting through town. 

The works, which closed Briton 
Road, were being carried out by Mid 
Kent Water, while Quay Lane was

the responsibility of Kent County 
Council’s highways department. 

A KCC spokesman said: “The works 
in Quay Lane were high-friction re¬ 
surfacing works to improve the safety 
of the carriageway and these works 
have now been completed. 

“Residents in the affected areas 
were given advance notice of both 
works and they were also publicised.” 

Meanwhile, major gas works are to 
blame for the closure of Athelstan 
Road, but these are due to end today. 

The works, commissioned by 
Southern Gas Networks, have been 
in place since November last year, 
and have also seen parts of 
Athelstan Road coned off, creating 
chicanes and bottlenecks. 

A spokesman for Southern Gas 
Network said: “The new pipes have a 
minimum lifespan of 80 years, so it’s 
very unlikely we’ll have to dig up the 
road again in the near future.”

and free internet advice. 

“The proposed cut does not include 
the extra £17,000 given by Swale 
council this year and next for the 
Citizen’s Advice Bureau to provide 
independent housing advice, which 
reduces the overall cut to £3,000. The 
council has also offered CAB space in 
Swale House to help defray costs.” 

The charity’s bosses have also criti¬ 
cised what they see as a cut that will 
adversely affect some of Swale’s most 
vulnerable groups: “The impact of the 
cuts will be felt disproportionately by 
the most vulnerable in the borough. 

“Some 23 per cent of clients come 
from areas with the highest depriva¬ 
tion in Swale. Disabled and long term 
sick people account for 34 per cent of 
CAB’s clients, while over 65s make up 
10 per cent. At a time when Swale has 
increasing levels of deprivation this 
would be a considerable blow.” 

The service also claims the cuts will 
affect their ability to train more staff. 
It currently costs £3,800 to train an 
advisor, and the bureau provides vol¬ 
unteer work for 70 to 80 people a year. 

In the report, to be discussed 
tonight, Swale House admits that 
“grant reductions could have a dispro¬ 
portionate affect on deprived commu¬ 
nities”, and a negative effect on coun¬ 
cil priorities. 

Mr Wright said: “Following the poor 
funding settlement from the govern¬ 
ment for local authorities, and addi¬ 
tional demands such as bus pass enti¬ 
tlement, which cost this council an 
extra £200,000 this financial year, we 
have to make savings at the same 
time as targeting resources at the 
council’s priorities of regenerating 
Swale, education, learning and skills.” 



Cabbies hope CCTV 
will stop violence 


SWALE taxis might be fitted with 
CCTV if a suitable funding scheme 
can be found. 

Firms hope small CCTV cameras 
fitted inside cabs will improve driver 
safety and dissuade passengers from 
assaulting cabbies, or running off 
without paying. 

But suitable systems are expensive, 
and firms need to find a way of paying 
for the technology. 

At a recent meeting, bosses revealed 
they were looking into sponsorship 
from local firms who could pay to 
have their logo printed on the camera, 
in view of passengers.

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Fighting obesity is 
a primary concern

MP calls for 
more PE at 
junior school

A LACK of physical education at 
primary school is to blame for the 
childhood obesity epidemic accord¬ 
ing to Faversham MP Hugh 
Robertson. 

And Swale council says it is leading the 
charge to fight the growing problem. 

The Shadow Sport and Olympics Minister 
has called for at least three PE sessions a week 
in primary schools, and says more PE teachers 
should be trained to help youngsters fight flab. 

Mr Robertson said: “The evidence from other 
countries, such as Australia and Canada, sug¬ 
gests the primary school years are crucial in 
terms of sport and exercise. If children pick up 
the exercise habit by the age of 11, it stays with 
them for the rest of their lives. 

“However, in this country, we have concen¬ 
trated provision on the secondary school years 


- by which time it is often too late. We need to 
restore physical education to the centre of the 
primary school syllabus, ideally with three ses¬ 
sions each week, and both train more PE teach¬ 
ers and increase the amount of PE training in 
ordinary teacher training to combat Britain’s 
childhood obesity crisis.” 

Last year, the British Medical Association 
warned that without action, obese children 
would increasingly develop adult diseases such 
as type 2 diabetes, cancer and bone problems. 

According to a report from the BMA, in the 
UK about one million children under 16 are 
obese. If trends continue, it is estimated at least 
one fifth of boys and a third of girls will be obese 
by 2020, the BMA's board of science warned. 


Swale council provides extracurricular pro¬ 
grammes aimed at getting youngsters involved 
in sport such as the Sports Bus Club. 

This provides transport for children from des¬ 
ignated schools to the local sports centre, where 
they spend 45 minutes doing fitness training 
followed by a 45-minute swimming session. 

Organisers estimate 68 percent of children 
taking part had never visited a sports or leisure 
centre before participating in the scheme. 

Other programmes running in the borough 
include MEND, a course aimed at changing 
children’s lifestyles to include healthy eating 
and exercise, and Skip 2B Fit, a skipping based 
class taught in schools combining exercise, 
maths and nutrition. 


Police target 
young drinkers 

UNDERAGE drinkers are being target¬ 
ed by police throughout the half term 
break. 

Teams of officers will be seizing alcohol 
from minors across Swale from this 
Friday, February 15, in a bid to curb anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

Police will also trial the ‘Bottlewatch’ 
scheme, where a tamper proof label with 
a special code is stuck onto bottles of 
lager and wine. When the alcohol is 
seized by officers it can then be traced 
back to where it was bought. 

Licensing officer Barbara Murray said: 
‘We’re determined to clamp down on 
underage drinking as there is a strong 
link between this and anti-social behav¬ 
iour, including criminal damage. 

“This is why we are joining forces with 
our partners to tackle the problem. 

“I would like to thank the licensed 
premises that have assisted us in setting 
up the ‘Bottlewatch’ scheme. 

“By coming together, we can raise 
awareness of the impact alcohol has not 
only on their own lives but on the com¬ 
munity as a whole.”

A MOVE to ban Faversham cabbies 
convicted of a violent offence from 
ever driving a taxi again has been 
defeated. 

At a recent meeting of the 
Hackney Carriage and private hire 
vehicles committee, some members 
decided to go against the govern¬ 
ment guidelines, which state that 
cabbies convicted of a violent offence 
such as assault have to wait three 
years before being considered for a 
new licence. 

Instead members pushed for a per¬ 
manent ban on drivers convicted of 
assault or similar violent crimes. 

But the move was overruled and 
the council has decided to stick to the 
standard guidelines. 

Taxi drivers also challenged the 
three-year wait for a licence current¬ 
ly in place for drivers convicted of a 
drink driving offence. 

Currently drivers have to wait 
three years from the day they get 


their licence back following a drink 
driving conviction before they can be 
considered for a taxi application. 

Committee members passed on a 
report containing complaints from 
drivers that this period was too long, 
and was stopping otherwise capable 
cabbies from taking the wheel. 

But committee members decided 
to stick to the government guide¬ 
lines, and Swale council refused the 
request. 

Swale council’s head of environ¬ 
ment and amenities, Brian Planner, 
said: “The report drew the council¬ 
lors’ attention to the concern from 
some drivers that three years is too 
long. 

“Having considered the issue, 
councillors decided that three years 
after the reinstatement of a drivers 
licence should elapse before a taxi 
licence is re-issued, as recommended 
in the Department for Transport 
guidance.”

FROM moving patients to learning 
about the structure of a criminal 
investigation, students got some 
hands-on advice from police and 
medical staff at Christ Church 
University last week. 

The unique programme, the only one of its 
kind in the country, saw schoolchildren from 
across Kent taking part in practical classes 
designed to provide a taste of police and hospi¬ 
tal work. 

Lecturer in crime and teaching studies Roy 
Murphy, a former CID officer who led one of the 
classes, said: “It’s not a recruitment drive; it’s an 
awareness exercise, to let students know about 
these jobs and to see if it would suit them. 

“It’s an overview of the procedures we would 
follow in any criminal investigation. Obviously 
you don’t learn to be a detective in three ses¬ 
sions, but it’s possible to learn about the gener¬ 
al areas covered.

“The reaction is mixed. Some have been ask¬ 
ing some very perceptive questions about a 
very high profile criminal investigation in the 
news at the moment.” 

As well as policing, students from several 
schools got to take practical classes in the hos¬ 
pital ward at Christ Church. 

There they learnt some basic aspects of 
patient care, including moving people, carrying 
out blood pressure tests and performing CPR. 

And the pupils get another benefit from the 
hands-on experience. Each one who completes 
the course gets ten extra points to use for their 
UCAS application. 

Christ Church University’s director of region¬ 
al academic development Elizabeth Hoult is 
overseeing the project. 

She said: “The aim is to improve prospects for 
progression into higher education and beyond 
into a profession. 


‘We enjoy a reputation for excellence in our 
provision of programmes for existing, and 
aspiring professionals.” 

The three-day course, a pilot scheme soon to 
be rolled out across the rest of the UK, involved 
more than 100 Kent pupils who received intro¬ 
ductory training in one of the public services, 
either policing, nursing or teaching. 

The pupils take classes in all three profes¬ 
sions, involving both practical and written 
work. 

As well as getting taught by professionals in 
each field, the course provides a taste of fife at 
university, and the teaching methods students 
are likely to encounter. 

The scheme, called Gateways to the 
Professions, is part of a Government drive to 
encourage more young people to enter these 
professions. 

The pilot project is being led by Canterbury 
Christ Church University, which is the main 
training provider for public services in the 
South East.

Good eggs 
get taste for 
free range 


FREE-range chicken is flying off 
the shelves at local branches of 
supermarket giant Tesco following 
the recent high-profile campaigns 
by TV chefs Hugh Fearnley- 
Whittingstall and Jamie Oliver. 

And such has been the demand for birds 
not battery-farmed, shoppers at stores in 
Canterbury, Whitstable and Faversham 
found themselves struggling with their con¬ 
science last week. 

Demand had been so high, stocks of free- 
range chickens had completely sold out. 

Tesco confirmed the rush, saying it was 
enjoying a 70 per cent increase in sales on 
last year - and that it was doubling its order 
for free-range chickens to meet demand. 

Shopper Phil Read from Whitstable 
explained: “I couldn’t believe it. I have made 
a point of looking for free-range chickens 
since realising the conditions the chickens 
were raised in - but when I tried to buy one 
there were not any there. 

“I know it’s probably a good thing as the 
demand is there, but if people then have to 
end up with a battery-farmed bird, it rather 
defeats the principle.”

The situation was exacerbated by the 
supermarket chain currently running a pro¬ 
motional offer on battery farmed chickens 
which means customers can pay as little as 
£1.99 for a whole bird - proving the battle is 
far from over yet for our feathered friends. 

It says the offer is for the benefit of cus¬ 
tomers on a budget, as chicken sales in gen¬ 
eral have risen over the last few weeks. 

Despite the possibly short-term effect, and 
the fact the supermarket says sales of inten¬ 
sively raised birds have not dropped because 
of the TV programmes, animal welfare 
groups are upbeat about the news. 

Diana Millard, the Kent representative of 
the Battery Hen Welfare Trust, which 
rehouses birds after their peak egg-laying 
days are over, said: “These programmes have 
been wonderful in raising the issue of hen 
welfare. Hopefully one day my role will 
become redundant.” 

Tesco spokesman Jonathan Church said: 
‘We have been working hard for a while to 
increase the amount of higher welfare chick¬ 
en we sell and the recent debate over chick¬ 
ens in the media has helped raise awareness 
of the choice available to customers.”

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No bail for man facing a 
string of driving offences 


AN ALLEGED rampage in a stolen car which 
ended in a flower bed in Heme Bay has led to 
a Margate man being charged with a variety 
of driving offences. 

Jay John Stark, 26, of Sweyn Road, 
Cliftonville, Margate, was charged with 
aggravated vehicle taking, dangerous driving 
and driving without insurance.

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Q How do you think the policeman's role has changed 
since the late 60 s when you were on the beat? 

A When I j oined Panda cars were just coming 
and policemen were more visible on the 
streets. For instance you would have to do 
point duty at junctions, which is now done 
electronically. 

Communications have improved, but before 
you were in more contact with the people. 
Although the technology has improved it has 
made the police more remote from the public. 
Society is more violent and there is less 
respect for the police. 

Also if an officer was attacked we could rely 
on the courts to send the attacker to prison. 
That doesn’t happen any more. 

Q What do you think of the advent of the Police 
Community Support Officer, who only has limited pow¬ 
ers under the law. 

A If you have a police force it should be prop¬ 
erly trained, manned and equipped. There 
shouldn’t be any cheaper half-way houses. The 
trouble is some senior officers who believe 
policemen should become social workers. 

Other people are qualified to fulfill that role. 
A policeman’s job is to keep the streets safe. 

Q What do you think about the switch to community sen¬ 
tencing in many cases and some life terms being cut to 
around ten years? 

A I think the court system has gone soft. 

There is now no respect for the law in some 
quarters. If a copper was killed on duty you 


knew the killer would get life. These days they 
can be let out after a short period. In such a 
case life must mean life - no half measures. 

Q Is life on the street more dangerous for a policeman 
now? 

A lt is because criminals don’t seem to be 
worried about committing violent crime. 
You also get more women committing crime. It 
was very rare that you would arrest a woman 
for any sort of street crime. 


Q 


I How much have drugs and drink fuelled crime? 


A Much of the violent crime in our streets is 
related to drink or drugs. You only have to 
look at town centres on a weekend to see that. 
There has always been an element in society 
who wanted to drink and then have a fight, 
but it is now more widespread. 

Fortunately in Kent we don’t have so much 
of the drug-related violence, but life for the 
officer on the street will get tougher unless the 
courts back the police with custodial sen¬ 
tences. 

Q Do you think police have had a raw deal from the gov¬ 
ernment in the recent wage negotiations? 

A I felt so strongly about the government 
breaking their word and eroding the condi¬ 
tions of police service that I took part in the 
Whitehall march two weeks ago. 

The government entered a covenant 30 
years ago which governments of both colours 


have honoured until now. We are not talking 
about big bucks here. Most local authorities 
had actually budgeted for it. The government 
must be shamed into keeping its word. 

I believe services like the police, ambulance 
and fire brigade should be able to negotiate 
with the government through an independent 
body. Once that body rules its ruling should be 
binding on both sides. 

Q Do you think high profile criminals like Kenneth Noye, 
the murderer you brought to trial, attract too much 
hero worship? 

A Decent people don’t feel valued. There is a 
culture which says the criminal is the hero 
and that is fuelling a lack of respect for law and 
order. Noye is a cold-blooded killer who did his 
best to avoid justice. He had no compunction 
about plunging a knife into a young man 
(Stephen Cameron) who was on a Sunday trip 
out with his girlfriend. He had no compunction 
about killing a police officer either. 

Do you keep in touch with Stephen Cameron's family? 

We still talk. 

Q Because you were retired by the time Noye came to trial 
did you feel marginalised? 

A Even though I gave evidence at the trial I 
wasn’t involved in any press conferences. It 
was as if I didn’t exist.

MORE than 15,000 free tickets to 
top visitor attractions across the 
county offer a Big Day Out for 
Kent residents on Saturday, 
March 29. 

Castles, historic houses, steam railways and 
all other leisure destinations will showcase 
the range of entertainment now available. 

Among those taking part are Godinton 
House and Gardens, near Ashford, The 
Canterbury Tales, Dover Castle, Rochester 
Castle, Port Lympne Wild Animal Park, the 
National Fruit Collection at Brogdale near 
Faversham and Ramsgate Maritime 
Museum. 

The free tickets, two per household, will be 
available from February 29 from the Kent 
Big Day Out website at www.visitkent.co.uk 
and local visitor information centres. And the 
organisers at VisitKent are urging everyone 
to book up early to avoid disappointment. 

Fran Warrington, head of tourism for Kent 
County Council, said: “Kent’s first Big Day 
Out last year was a tremendous success with 
thousands of free tickets booked within a few 
horns of the website going live.

We have more attractions taking 
part and 5,000 more free tickets.” 

Kent County Council cabinet member for 
regeneration Roger Gough said the Big Day 
Out was an important vehicle for promoting 
the best the county has to offer to visitors.

A WARM spring could lead to an explosion in 
cases of the deadly Bluetongue virus as the 
vaccine will not be available until at least May. 

The virus, which mostly affects sheep, but can 
also prove fatal to cattle, is spread by midges 
that are largely dormant over the winter. 

It is feared that a large outbreak could dev¬ 
astate the county’s sheep industry. 

The Government has ordered large volumes 
of vaccine to be produced in the bid to stave off 
an outbreak this summer. 

But the Institute for Animal Health has now 
admitted it is not likely to be available until 
the second half of May. 

Last summer’s outbreak was small com¬ 
pared to the Continent, with around 70 cases 
reported in the UK, including several in Kent. 

However, countries such as Belgium, 
Germany and Holland experienced 1,000 per 
cent increases in the number of cases con-firmed 
in the year after the original outbreak, prompt¬ 
ing the Government to order the vaccine. 

Most midges become adults around mid- 
May in the UK, just as the vaccine is due to 
become available, but a warm spring could 
mean many develop weeks earlier. 

Dr Dave Cavanagh, spokesman for the 
Institute for Animal Health, said the virus was 
very dependent on temperature. 

He said: “A consistent warm spell in April 
would mean more midges were emerging. At 
15 degrees it would still take more than a fort¬ 
night for the virus to grow in the midges. 

“It would still take a couple of cycles [mid- 
gesinfecting animals and then more midges 
feeding on those animals] before catastrophe.” 

Kent and its neighbouring counties are cur¬ 
rently within a Bluetongue protection zone 
that restricts the movement of livestock. 

Two new cases were confirmed in the coun- 
tyby the Department for the Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs on February 1. 

The exact locations have not been confirmed, 
although there have been previous cases 
reported at farms near Ashford and Sevenoaks. 

According to a 2006 agricultural census, 
Kent has 1,124 sheep or cattle farms. 

Isabel Bretherton, South East spokeswoman 
for the National Farmers Union, said it was 
vital farmers and those who keep small num¬ 
bers of livestock book their vaccinations now. 

She said: “The message we want toget out to 
farmers and smallholders is they have to book 
the vaccinations now with their vet. 

“They have to vaccinate their flock or herd 
no matter how small it is.”

PRESCRIBING antibiotics for 
coughs, colds and sore throats is 
fuelling the spread of hospital 
superbugs, according to health 
experts. 

The Department of Health launched a 
national campaign this month to highlight the 
problem, warning that resistance to antibiotics 
was on the rise and action was needed now to 
ensure existing treatments remained effective. 

Health Secretary Alan Johnson said: “The 
use of antibiotics have saved countless lives, 
but antibiotics do not work on most coughs, 
colds and sore throats and their unnecessary 
use can leave the body susceptible to gut infec¬ 
tions like Clostridium difficile (C dif).” 

Dr Robert Stewart, who is the medical direc¬ 
tor of Eastern and Coastal Kent Primary Care 
Trust (PCT), said healthcare professionals in 
the county were working to address the prob¬ 
lems raised by the overuse of antibiotics. 

He said: “The use of antibiotics, certain types 
in particular, can actually be the reason they 
[superbugs] get going in the first place. I know 
healthcare professionals are looking at mak¬ 
ing sure the right antibiotics are prescribed at 
the right time and that they are not always 
seen as the answer to all ills.” 

In the second week of KOS Media’s cam¬ 
paign against killer hospital bugs, we spoke to 
Sheila Brown, pharmacist and prescribing 
expert at Eastern and Coastal Kent PCT. 

She explained why the overuse of antibiotics 
has been linked to rising rates of superbugs 
such as MRSA and C dif: “C dif is part of your 
natural flora of beneficial bacteria, which you 
need for good health.” 

She continued: “But when you take anti¬ 
biotics, it does not always discriminate 


between the unhealthy bacteria, so it will 
eliminate the whole population of all of them.” 

Therefore by overusing antibiotics, patients 
leave themselves susceptible to unhealthy 
bacteria growing in place of what was there 
originally, she said. 

“Around five per cent of the population is 
colonised with C dif, which increases to 25 per 
cent of older people. It is not a problem until 
something triggers bacteria to produce toxins, 
which is when you get the side-effects, such as 
diarrhoea, that are associated with C dif. 


“Antibiotics can be the trigger that converts 
the bacterium to become toxigenic,” Mrs 
Brown said. 

Patients who ignore their doctor’s advice to 
always finish an entire course of antibiotics 
are also putting themselves at risk. 

Mrs Brown said: “If you do this, it means 
that not all of the bugs are killed off and the 
ones that survive are most likely to be drug- 
resistant. 

“People are more susceptible [to other bugs] 
because the less resistant strains will have

been killed off first, but the bacteria that sur¬ 
vived will reproduce so you are left with an 
infection which is slightly more resistant [to 
antibiotics].” 

She added: “Only use antibiotics when they 
are really needed. If you are using them, 
always finish the course or otherwise you will 
increase resistance.” 

MRSA is one of the hospital-acquired infec¬ 
tions that has developed an increased resist¬ 
ance to antibiotics. 

The message from health experts is that 
antibiotics treat bacterial infections, not com¬ 
mon viruses such as coughs, colds and sore 
throats. 

Mrs Brown said GPs often felt pressured 
into prescribing antibiotics even when they 
were not needed. 

“I think there’s pressure from the public 
thinking that they are the answer to every¬ 
thing. But there are things you can do your¬ 
self,” she said. 

She recommended that people with coughs, 
colds and sore throats saw their pharmacist 
first and tried a range of over-the-counter reme¬ 
dies such as painkillers and throat lozenges.

YOUNG people from across Kent 
have had their achievements 
recognised in the 14th Kent 
County Council Try Angle Awards. 

At a glittering ceremony at Margate’s 
Winter Gardens the best and brightest of 
Kent’s youth received the praise they so just¬ 
ly deserve. 

Dignitaries from Kent County Council, 
Kent police and MPs listened to stories of 
remarkable courage in the face of over¬ 
whelming adversity - resilience that many 
adults would be incapable of. 

Maxine Cruise, 18, from Sheemess on the 
Isle of Sheppey, won in the Arts and Music 
category after being accepted into the Royal 
Marines Band. 

She plays the trumpet, clarinet and the vio¬ 
lin, and described joining the Royal Marines 
Band as “brilliant”. 

“It is what I have always wanted to do and 
it is a really good experience,” she said. 

“It’s great; it is quite shocking because 
there are other people here that are amazing. 
Everyone here has done really well.” 

Catherine Wilkins Smith, 16, from 
Rochester, won a Try Angle Award for service 
to the community for her efforts in training 
to be a nurse through joining the St John’s 
Ambulance service. 

She organised a first aid class at her school 
and is also a Beaver leader. 


Jake Pearson, 12, and his younger brother 
Jed, from Bicknor, won a young carers award 
for looking after their mother. 

This year’s awards saw two siblings take 
home the coveted spirit of the tri angle 
award, as well as a young carers award. 

Aaron and Lauren Christmas, from 
Ashford, have given their love and support to 
a number of children over the years by help¬ 
ing their parents as foster carers. 

Aaron and Lauren were awarded the Spirit 
of the Try Angle Award for their help in car¬ 
ing for the latest arrival in the Christmas 
family - a five year old disabled boy who has 
lived with them for 18 months. 

This has meant the two teenagers have 
had to give up normal activities that people 
of their age would be able to do, such as 
swimming, bike riding or going for walks on 
the beach.

Presenting the award this year’s host, BBC 
Radio Kent’s Jo Bum, told Aaron and Lauren 
they had made sure the first years of the life 
of the little boy who lives with them were full 
of fun and love. 

Roger Gale, North Thanet MP and chair¬ 
man of the Try Angle Awards, said: “These 
people and their stories represent some of 
the finest of Kent’s very fine youth. 

“We know that out there around Kent 
there are thousands of thousands of young 
people who do quite extraordinary things 
that they don’t regard as extraordinary at 
all, it is just part of their daily life and they 
just get on and do them.”

What changes would you like to see to make 
Faversham an even better place to live?

NICOLAS Cage is an 
international film star, so you’d 
expect him to jet into Britain for an 
interview from his yacht in Monte 
Carlo, or his beach pad in Malibu. 
Instead, he arrives at a London 
hotel from the celeb-packed town 
of Bath. 

It just so happens that Nic is a gigantic 
Anglophile and has all but moved his family to 
Britain, as well as purchasing a run-down 
castle in Bavaria. 

“I genuinely like the English weather,” he 
says, without a hint of irony. “I like the rain, I 
like the gloomy clouds. Plus, I’ve never had 
much luck with my allergies and sinuses and 
the rain keeps the pollen count down, so I feel 
healthier and can breathe better.” 

His desire to give young son Kal-El (whose 
mother is Cage’s wife Alice and who was 
named by his comic-book geek Dad after the 
real Krypton name of Superman) a European- 
style education, means the star has been 
spending less and less time in his homeland.

which he provides the voice for a specially- 
trained guinea pig who is dispatched on a top- 
secret, world-saving mission. 

He hopes to direct again too; his debut, 
Sonny, came out way back in 2002. “I have 
some ideas and I will in the next two years 
direct my next feature,” he says, confirming 
that he will also star. 

“That seems to be the unfortunate reality of 
actors trying to become film makers, is that we 
have to cast ourselves, otherwise we can’t get 
money to make the movie.”

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Take your hats off to Panama

OUR little boat was tossing and 
turning on the seas like a ball 
inside a lottery machine, with 
pellets of rain gushing from above 
as if the gods had gone paint¬ 
balling. 

Yet onwards we sped - down the Chagres 
River and into Gatun Lake, which feeds that 
marvel of engineering splitting North and 
South America: the Panama Canal. 

The sky had layers of thick grey-white 
clouds closing in on us, each tier sagging from 
the weight of the one above. Then the wind 
blew and the rain stopped. 

Such downpours are common in Panama 
during winter, which runs from mid-April to 
mid-December. It is one of the wettest places 
on earth - although unlike the rest of Central 
America it doesn’t have hurricanes and is 
warm all year round. 

So much water provides a fertile 
environment for plants and wildlife. In its 
indigenous language, ‘panama’ means an 
abundance of fish or butterflies. Man has, of 
course, made his mark with the infamous 50- 
mile canal, but what was impressive is now 
outdated. 

Last September saw the start of a seven- 
year project to expand the waterway to 
accommodate more and larger ships. 
Presently, there can be queues of up to 100

liners on either side. The Gatun Lake is 
deserted, at least in terms of boats and 
tourists - although not in terms of nature, 
especially as we approach Monkey Island. 
Here a turtle paddling in the water; there a 
sloth curled up on a branch and lots of 
monkeys in the trees. 

Nor could we escape animals back at our 
hotel, the Gamboa Rainforest Resort. In its 
grounds - the Soberania National Park - 
lizards scuttled noisily through the grass; 
agouti (like giant rats on springs) bounded up 
from behind bushes; frogs croaked incessantly 


in a high-pitched trigger. 

And the birds! With its 950 species, Panama 
has more types of bird than any other country 
in Central America. And you don’t need to wait 
for hours to spot them, although there are 
tours to see the more rare ones. At dawn, 
hummingbirds whizz around the trees, at 
dusk vultures circle the ocean. 

Of course, the whole country is not wild, 
swampy landscape. Panama City is an 
incongruous mix of anything but. And it is the 
view from the partially-reconstructed 
cathedral tower of the original old city, 
Panama Viejo, that best tells the story of 
Panama’s somewhat turbulent past. 

From one side is a Miami-style skyline - 
soaring office blocks, new five-star hotels and 
luxury apartments drawing American 
retirees. A gap in the facing wall reveals 
building work. Another side exposes water - 
inescapable. And from the last you can see 
ruins. 

Panama was the first European settlement 
on the Pacific coast of the Americas and was 
built and inhabited by the Spanish in the 16th 
century. In the late 17th century the city was 
burned down by an English pirate, Henry 
Morgan, and was moved to a place known 
today as Casco Antiguo, Casco Viejo or the Old 
Quarter. With the faded glory of its French, 
Spanish and early American architecture, this 
part of town resembles a cross-between 
Havana and New Orleans. 

It is clear that the country - already one of 
the most stable in Central America - is on the 
up. For history as engaging and fascinating as 
its natural environment, Panama reigns.

LIFE On Mars is one of the most- 
talked about television shows in 
recent memory. Managing to 
satisfy both TV critics and millions 
of viewers, it achieved what few 
other programmes ever do. 

It ended after only two series, leaving fans 
begging for more, but John Simm, who played 
main character DI Sam Tyler, was reluctant to 
carry on. 

Thankfully, the creative minds behind the 
award-winning formula came up with a new 
twist on the tale to keep the format going. 

The resulting programme is Ashes To Ashes, 
which sees former Spooks star Keeley Hawes 
take on the fish-out-of-water role, plus the 
return of the regulars we grew to love during 
Life On Mars, most notably DCI Gene Hunt. 

“Ashes To Ashes is very much of it’s own 
making, it has a completely different feel to 
Life On Mars,” says Philip Glenister, who 
plays the outspoken copper. 

“We didn’t want to remake Life On Mars, 
there’d be no point, so the writers were 
adamant about making it its own show, and 
having seen the DVDs of the final show, they 
were totally right. I was blown over.” 

It’s little wonder he was so impressed. The 
first episode sees DCI Hunt and sidekicks 
Chris and Ray tearing along the River Thames 
in a speedboat, armed with machine guns. 

“That’s a bit over-the-top, but it was our 
Miami Vice moment,” he says, laughing. “The 
guy driving the boat was a loon. You just can’t 
let stuntmen loose in speedboats. The director 
said, ‘Come round at a bit of a lick’ so he took 
that to mean going as fast as he could and 
throwing us about.” 



HE'S BACK: DCI Gene Hunt returns in Ashes to Ashes, a 
creative twist to the highly successful Life on Mars 


If you’re familiar with Life On Mars, the 
premise of this new series is quite simple. 

While Sam Tyler’s escapades took place in 
the Manchester of 1973, Ashes To Ashes 
transports us to 1981 London, an important 
year in Glenister’s life: “I’d just finished college 
and was looking for work. I didn’t know what, 
just that I didn’t want a 9-5 thing. So I went for 
a job where you work 8am till 8pm six days a 
week!” 

DI Alex Drake (Hawes) is a high-ranking 
profiler for the Met, and single mother to 
Molly. 

After a tense encounter with a criminal who 
seemingly knows everything about her, Alex 


wakes up to find herself 27 years in the past. 

Drake has also spent a lot of time in the 
present reading Sam Tyler’s detailed 
psychiatric report, so she knows all about 
Gene Hunt and his old-fashioned, hard- 
drinking ways. Never in a million years did 
she think she’d come face to face with him, let 
alone end up working alongside him. 

But what’s happened to Gene in the seven or 
eight years since we last saw him keeping 
Manchester’s streets clean in his super- 
powered Ford Cortina? 

‘Well, he’s not the big honcho of Manchester 
any more. Gene’s now fairly small-fry in the 
world of the London Met,” explains Philip. 
“He’s become more institutionalised I suppose. 
Gene’s journey throughout the series will be 
interesting. We see a man trying to keep a grip 
on his old-fashioned style of policing, which is 
being moved on. He’s being left behind a little. 

“There’s much more of a melancholic feel 
about him in this series,” he continues. “There 
are hints about his home life which Alex drags 
out of him, so we learn about his state of mind 
and where he’s at from their conversations. 

“The big thing about Gene is that he’s an 
enigma, so the less you know about him the 
better and it’s important to keep that, 
otherwise he’s blown as a character.” 

It’s always a worry with our favourite TV 
shows that they’ll go on too long. Ricky 
Gervais knew when to call it a day with The 
Office and Extras, just as John Cleese 
famously did with Fawlty Towers years 
previously. 

‘We all felt Life On Mars had run its natural 
course, we didn’t want to start repeating 
ourselves. But for Gene, he’s become a bit of an 
iconic character and I was happy to carry on 
playing him for a bit longer.”

Housing stock 
triples in value 
over decade 

A SURVEY from Halifax estimates that 
the value of the UK’s private housing 
stock rose by 9 per cent - almost £320 
billion - in 2007 to a record £4 trillion 
(the equivalent of £4,000bn). 

This means the value of the housing 
stock has more than tripled over the 
past decade, rising by 208 per cent from 
£1.3 trillion in 1997. 

The value of the private housing stock 
was 3.4 times the value of outstanding 
mortgage debt of £1.2 trillion at the end 
of 2007. 

Ten years ago, private sector housing 
assets were three times higher than 
mortgage debt. 

In 2007 the value of housing assets in 
the south was £2.2bn compared with 
£1.8bn of housing assets in the north. 

The south’s share of the UK housing 
assets held steady at 55 peer cent in 
2007, while the share of the North was 
45 per cent. 

However, the north-south housing 
wealth gap has narrowed over the past 
five years. The south accounted for 61 
per cent in 2002 and the north for 39 per 
cent. 

Interest cut a balm 
to mortgage holders 

LAST week’s Bank of England interest 
rate cut has been cautiously welcomed 
by the property market - amid calls for 
further reductions early in the spring. 

At its monthly meeting the monetary 
policy committee announced the base 
rate of interest would be cut by 25 basis 
points - down from 5.5 per cent to 5.25 
per cent. 

The move is likely to act as a balm to 
pressurised mortgage holders, according 
to some commentators. 

“This is great news, particularly 
following the latest price report from the 
Halifax, which confirmed prices held 
steady again in January,” said Peter 
Ford, regional director for Townends 
estate agents. 

“Money is now becoming cheaper to 
borrow, which means buyers who 
previously could not have afforded to 
buy, may well be tempted back into the 
market and those with properties to sell 
are able to be more flexible - which will 
help with their onward purchase.” 


Falling prices 'are just 
a market correction'

PROPERTY prices are slowly fal¬ 
ling across the UK, with new 
figures revealing the average fall- 
off was 0.3 per cent in January. 

The report, compiled by the Centre for 
Economics and Business Research, draws on 
data from a variety of sources to provide the 
most accurate snapshot of the UK property 
market. 

Property experts Chesterton organise the 
poll, which takes on board all the data 
available across the market. It is regarded as 
the most accurate barometer of trends by 
most participants in the field. 

Douglas McWilliams, chief executive of 
CEBR, said: “The data is confirming UK house 
prices are edging down. Our current economic 
view suggests that it is unlikely there will be 
a house price collapse. 

“It is more likely that there will be a re¬ 
adjustment in the market, following high 
house price growth of more than 5 per cent per 
annum over the last decade.” 

Mr McWilliams said the slowdown in the 
housing market can be seen across the board, for 
all property types and in all regions, but the top 
end of the market continues to grow robustly. 

Areas such as Kensington and Chelsea rose 
more than 24 per cent in the last year - more 
than four times that recorded in most other 
parts of the country 

However, the average price of a property 
held by a retired person dropped for the first 
time since June 2005. 

Robert Bartlett, Chesterton chief executive 
officer, said: ‘While the figures show property 
prices fell slightly over January, the reality is 
that prices are undergoing a correction. 

We believe property prices will remain flat 
to negative two per cent through to spring, but 
with a reduced number of transactions. 

“London’s high-end property market has 
continued to achieve strong growth with 
substantial prices still being realised. 

“Property analysts will be watching very 
closely over the month ahead to see what 
impact the non-domicile tax changes will have 
on the property market and the wider economy. 

“I think these figures show that now is the 
perfect time to buy. There is a wide range of 
properties on the market and bargains to be 
had.”

Roomster with a view 
changes look of MPVs 


ONCE derided for Iron Curtain 
flakiness, everyone should know by 
now that Skoda produces robust 
yet keenly priced VW clones. 

But the distinctive Roomster MPV (multi¬ 
purpose vehicle) shows Skoda starting to do its 
own thing. This in-house amalgamation uses 
front underpinnings from a Fabia (VW Polo) 
married to the rear of an Octavia (VW Golf). 

The result is a ‘car of two halves’ in more 
than the engineering sense: firstly a car-like 
front and tidier handling rather than the 
higher driving position and potential wooli- 
ness on cornering of many standard MPVs. 
Secondly, a rear end that seems as capacious 
as rivals like the Vauxhall Meriva. 

Admittedly, there is less visual harmony 
between the two halves; the narrow aircraft- 
style cockpit windows look incongruous 
against the huge glazed rear ‘living room’. 

The interior is more typical Skoda: quality 
mainstream with durable materials, well 
arranged controls and switches - including an 
iPod socket. It might lack French sparkle and

flair, but should last and maintain Skoda’s 
superiority in customer satisfaction polls. 

The steering is nicely weighted for parking 
and driving pleasure and the car not only 
grips well on cornering, but also maintains the 
flatter profile that makes it such a powerful 
rival to conventional small MPVs. 

Refinement is not its strongest suit though 
and tends to be amplified by the big airy rear 
cabin. Varioflex’ rear seating divides into 
three individual folding and removable units, 
though the outer pair are quite hefty, while the 
middle one is child-size only and more likely to 
be folded down as an armrest with cupholders. 

With seats removed, you see why the 
Roomster appeals to sporting types - three 
bikes and masses of gear can be carried safely 
and securely. If you love the outdoor life, a 
panoramic sunroof (£550) will let in more light 
and it has highly effective blinds. 

Pick of the engines? The 1.9-litre VW turbod¬ 
iesel version and the 1.4 petrol as tested here. 
Performance of the latter is not blistering, but 
delivers excellent fuel consumption even if you 
exploit the car’s handling talents. The 1.2 
petrol entry option is too gutless.

ONE of Europe’s biggest corrugated 
packaging plants is being created by 
linking up two next-door paper mills in a 
deal worth about £104 million. 

DS Smith, the international packaging 
giant and office products wholesaler, 
which owns one of the mills at Kemsley, 
near Sittingbourne, is taking over the 
other, owned by M-real Corporation, part 
of the Finnish forestry industry giant 
Metsaliitto Group. 

DS Smith’s St Regis business employs 
270 at its mill, and M-real employs 282 
at the New Thames office paper mill. 

The financial side of the deal is made 
up of £60 million cash, pension payment 
of £7 million, and about a further £37 
million to modify production for high- 
quality lightweight recycled CCM from 
next January.

Pricing should be 
more transparent

THE Tunbridge Wells-based 
Freight Transport Association says 
customers buying petrol or diesel 
should be told how much tax they 
are paying in the process - buying 
50 litres at the pumps costs £20 in 
fuel and a staggering £33 in tax. 

The FTA would like to see fuel receipts 
issued at filling stations detailing the price of 
the petrol or diesel itself, the fuel duty and 
the VAT 

The association says the Government’s pro¬ 
posed increase in fuel duty of 2p per litre on 
April 1 should be scrapped and that users 
should be absolutely clear about the extent of 
the tax which they are already paying. 

The FTA, which represents the transport 
interests of companies operating more than 
220,000 goods vehicles, says the increasing 
cost of oil, and the huge taxes which are added 
to it in the UK, impacts on the whole popula¬ 
tion and is inflationary because everything we 
use or consume is at some stage transported 
by road. 

The FTA’s director of external affairs, Geoff 
Dossetter, said there should be absolute clari¬ 
ty about the tax element in fuel prices: “With 
fuel duty at 50.35p per litre and VAT at 17.5 
per cent, the cost of a typical fill of 50 litres of 
fuel at £1.05 per litre works out at £52.50. 

“This consists of £19.51 for the fuel, £25.17 
for the fuel duty and £7.82 for the VAT. So, for 
50 litres at the pump, we pay £19.51 for the 
fuel plus an eye-watering £32.99 in taxation.” 

The planned 2p per litre increase comes on 
top of a 19 per cent, or 14p per litre, increase in 
the last 12 months. 

A third of the operating costs of the heaviest 
lorries is fuel, and the annual fuel bill for a sin¬ 
gle 40-tonne artic has increased from £26,456 
at the beginning of 2000 to £37,461 in 2007. NOT SMILING: For every 50 litres of fuel we buy at the pump a massive £33 of the bill goes towards tax
